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As a young man, publishing on a subj^ect of such deli- 
cacy, Mr. Logan has requested of me a short introduc- 
tion to his readers. I comply with his request willingly, 
at the risk though it be of sharing the odium which will 
be heaped on him not only by the guilty whose crimes 
and villanies he exposes, but by some professing christians 
in whose aflfected or false delicacy there is a betraying of 
the cause of virtue. — I therefore assure all, with whom 
my word has any weight, that Mr. Logan is a person 
of long-tried zeal and integrity; and that wherever he 
narrates any thing as having come under his personal 
observation, his statement of the facts may be relied on 
with the utmost confidence. My principal object is to 
give the above assurance to the public of the excellence 
of Mr. Logan's character ; but without committing my- 
self to an approval of aU Mr. Logan's expressions and 
details, I feel no hesitation in expressing my conviction 
that his Exposure will benefit the cause of pure Morality. 
Some of the facts are disgusting beyond any perhaps 
ever published ; but it is precisely in this that the chief 
merit of the publication lies, as calculated to create a 
deep loathing of the worse than brutal system ; — ^when at 
the same time there is not a scene revealed from which 
even the most corrupt imagination can receive any incen- 
tive to sin. The public needed such an exposure to let 
them know what atrocities as well as debaucheries are 
being practised in our city.

AN EXPOSURE, &c. 



Mt apology for appearing before the public on a sub- 
ject, 90 d^cate, and yet so important to the temporal and 
eternal interests of thousands, will be found in the narra- 
tive of my labours. There can be few individuals, un- 
contaminated by the vice, who have had so many oppor- 
tunities of obtaining a knowledge of the working of the 
horrid system, or who have been acquainted with so many 
of its miserable victims. 

In 1837 I commenced labouring as a cify missionary, 
under the superintendence of the late David Nasmitib, 
founder of Town and City Missions, and was appointed to 
visit around Dmry-lane, London. Here I met prostitutes 
daily ; and well do I remember returning from die district 
to the missipn of&ce^ Bed lapn-squape, with excited feel- 
ings at having for the £a*st time met an unfortunate female, 
who expressed a desire to abandon her sinful course. 
From that day I have experienced an increased interest 
in behalf of the unfortunate class whose cause 1 now lay 
before the public, and whose cUdm upon christian sympathy 
I would humbly plead. 

In London, as in all cities and large towns, there are 
what are termed^r^^ second, and third-cisiBB brothels, but 
it was only girls of the third or lowest class that I met in 
St. Giles'. I once entered a house there about 2 p. m., and 
observed 10 wretched girls in bed in one apartment. Their 
conduct was not unbecoming. One of them was dying : 
I shall never forget her anxious looks, while speaking for 
a few minutes about the Friend of sinners. 

J was in the habit of visiting a lodging-house on Sab- 
bath afternoon, where I met above one hundred pick- 
pockets and prostitutes, generally playing at cards, dice, 
&c. in a large kitchen, where I read a portion of the 
Bible and delivered a short address. One Sabbath a 
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young man retired from the kitchen, and returned in a 
few minutes with two dogs, and set them a-fightii^ before 
me. However, they were soon removed, and I was re-, 
quested to proceed with the address. 

I found myself, upon one occasion, in a very dark pass- 
age, although it was early in the day, and could feel 
nothing but a plank, after I had got to the first story ; but 
hearing voices at the top flat, I crept along this plank, and 
with d^culty got to where I heard the noise, and there 
met several young men with bad women, playing at cards. 
One of the young men said, while his face coloured, -" I 
am not where I should be, but don't intend to come back 
again." The females commenced to treat the visit with 
contempt, but after a few pointed remarks they listened 
more attentively, and received tracts. When mentioning 
the circumstance to a city missionary, he stated that the 
agent who preceded me fell over that plank, and died in 
a few days. I have met from fifty to sixty of these un- 
happy females in the course of one day's regular visitation, 
but never received improper language. 

In March, 1838, Mr. Nasmith requested me to remove 
to Leeds, as they had commenced a Town Mission there, 
and were anxious for an agent. I did so, and when con- 
versing with my esteemed pastor, the Bev. John Ely, he 
said, <*do not lose sight of that unfortunate class of females 
who live by prostitution. You may not be aware that 
th^e is a Guardian Asylum for the reception of those who 
are anxious to leave their present course." This made a 
deep impression on my mind, and I soon met with many 
such characters, not only in my own district, but when 
visiting low parts of the town with the missionary brethren. 
In 1839 I succeeded in rec],aiming twelve girls, assisted 
my brethren in rescuing other ten, and got several bad 
houses shut up. 

I once met with a person who had been on the street for 
several years — had been admitted into a penitentiary—— 
was afterwards in respectable service — ^is ft member of a 
church — and has been married for several years. This 
person hearing that I took an interest in reclaiming un- 
fortunate females, requested an interview, and then gave 
me (although painful to her feelings) an account of the 
regular workings of the awful system. 
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Haying heard a great maiij general statements as to 
thdr nttmbers, &c.y I resoived to do what I could ta col- 
lect accurate information on the subject; so I commenced 
and Tisited almost ever j house of iU^fame in Leeds — had 
freqtent opportunities of conversing with girls when visit- 
ing the **• venereal ward " in the> Leeds Workhouse, and 
questioning giris after they were rescued. 

The following is a summary of the result which I pub- 
lished in the Leeds Mercury^ in January, 1840, — ^it refers 
to the £^rdf-class houses ; the population of Leeds is abou^t 
160,000-

In March, 1840, 1 was requested to commence a Town 
Mission in Bochdale. I accepted of the invitation, and 
found from ninety to one hundred unfortunate females in 
one part of the district. Many of the girls are kept by 
masters and mistresses of public-houses and '^ jerry shops, 
and are seldcMii sober, so tiiat they are more depraved, and 
there is little hope of making a lasting impression on their 
minds. There being no Lock Hospital* in Rochdale, and 
the giris 'living in public-houses, I have known them 
die in. a few hours' illness, from the effects of drink and 
disease. 

* Lock Hospitals are for the reception of unfortunate females sui^ 
fering from gonorrhoea, ftc 
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More than once I have entered rooms at twelve o'clock 
noon, where half-a-dozen of prostitutes were drinking 
with as manj men. Sometimes thej listened with 
some attention to what I said; but when the '^ jerry lord " 
saw that his '* craft was in dangery** he began to order the 
" Scotch tormentor " off. One of the methods I employed 
was to ask, who was the best reader ? then gave the per- 
son a tracl^ which she read aUmd^ to the mortLGlcation of 
the publican, but he did not feel at liberty to order his 
visiters away. 

The first Sabbath I went through Church-lane to dis* 
tribute tracts, a mother said, ^^ will you come in and see 
my two fine daughters?'' They had been old Sabbath 
scholars, but were now living by prostitution. There are 
no first-class houses in Eochdale, as gentlemen visit Man- 
chester. 

While remaming in Bochdale, I had frequent oppor- 
tunities of visiting several of the Manchester town mis- 
sionaries, and, from what they stated^ I was led to the 
conclusion that prostitution is the same there as in the 
places referred to. They stated the number of unfortu- 
nate females to be about 1500 ; and a medical gentleman, 
who has given particular attention to the subject, corro- 
borated the statement. If we take the expense of that 
1500 at the same ratio as Leeds, the sum of £470,000 is 
spent yearly in support of a sin which is sending annually 
250 girls into eternity, it is to be feared^ in an unprepared 
state ! 

There is a splendid Asylum in Manchester, and the 
worthy matron informed me that they had fifty-two 
inmates. 

When visiting Dublin, the superintendent of the City 
Mission could give no particular information as to the 
number of unfortunate females ; but he showed me a back 
street, near the Barracks, where there were 200 girls. I 
observed over a door '^ Old Hell," regularly painted as a 
direction,* 

There may be about 15,000 unfortunate females in 

* I have just received a letter from the Rev. Wm. Robertson, Su- 
perintendent of the Dublin City Mission, and he states, that " there 
are about 1700 prostitutes in this city. If you say 12 or 14 Mag- 
dalene Asylums, you will not be far from the truth." 
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London, 2000 in Liverpool, 300 in Hull, and 250 in 
Paisley. — ^We generally find more prostitutes where sol-^ 
diers are stationed, and the number is always greater in 
seaport than inland towns. 

Li 1841, 1 was appointed by the Directors of the City 
Mission, to one of Ihe lowest districts in Glasgow — hav- 
ing firs^ second, and third-class brothels to visit, and, in 
addition to my stated labours, I have visited the Lock 
Hospital, Female House of Befuge, and the Police Office, 
weekly, for about twelve months, which has enabled me 
to acquire a knowledge of the fearful system in this city ; 
and I beg this to be particularly understood, that from all 
I have witnessed or learned on the subject, I am more 
and nK>re convinced that the rules which regulate the ac- 
cursed system in London are essentially the same in Leeds, 
Manchester, Liverpool, and Dublin : the only difierence 
in Glasgow is, that the girls are more dq>ravedy and the 
su|^rters less ashamed of their conduct or afraid of their 
" good name." 

lliere is one respect particularly in which the harlotry 
of Glasgow is more debased and unnatural than in any 
other place of which I have knowledge ; but so dis- 
gusting, that ev^i amid the plain speaking of this publi- 
cation it cannot be described. In England, Ihere is at least 
an understood acknowledgment of the prohibition of 
nature : in Glasgow there is none. Can the harlots be 
more debased without their paramours sharing in the 
deeper debasement ? What an abomination both parties ! 

I shall now proceed to offer a few remarks upon the 
Cause, Extent, Besult, and Remedy for Prostitution. 

L Causes of Prostitution, and the Means by which 
rr IS SUSTAINED.— ^Females are prmcipally led astray from 
the following causes : — One-fomrth from being serv&nts in 
taverns and public-houses, where they have been seduced 
by men frequenting these places of dissipation and temp- 
tation—one-fourth fr^m the intermixture of the sexes in 
factcnies, and those employed in warehouses, shops, &c. 
—one-fourth by procuresses, or females who visit country 
towns, markets, and pkices of worship^ for the purpose of 
decoying good-looking girls. The remaining fourth may 
be ^vided into three das8es,^first, such as, being indo- 
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len^ ,or posseasiiig bad. temper^ laaye fth^. sitpatiQBi^r- 
.fecooft^ those. who are diiYW vto\.tlMifc.,^wful,|Qouwaolor

derately, for the purpose of raising ^ir spirits, anid; Aos 
bepo^e an easy prey to gentlemen whom we baivfibnown 
to visit public-houses, for several weeks, for the v^e^H^d 
of seducing a good-looking girl. I met two orphan .sistors, 
Vi^^^ng ix^ a second-class brothel, at 17 and 19 yearsx^ff ag^e, 
wli^o w^e. seduced by men who frequented the puUi^- 
ho^.. where they were servants. . . toi,.i- 

>, iS|ervantsin private families are not un&eqii^tly.^ttii- 
i^j^ iii the evening, when out on their masters' business. 
A respectable female, in the west end of the ^1|y, iafoprpied 
me ^hat a young gentleman followed a servant l^iyea^&.Qf 
age, for four weeks, when going to the man^ijw^th 
qlod^s, wished her to accept of presents, oter^ tO^viyuTy 
ib^e basket, and even followed llie girl into the wopi^;^ 
homs^;,but she, very properly, seized the tong^i|tuDQi^

, I visited a female a few months ago, who cam^ fi^wt 
B— — . She had served with a respectable iw^ < in 
St Yince^t-street, was an excellent scholar, but/ha^ been 
seduced by one of those gentlemen, upon solemn .pcomiae 
of piarriage, ci^ught disease, did not know what w«s;yvnmg, 
and whejd she applied for medical advice, it, i^to^j^k) \^ ! 
— ^she died in a few days. • i . i • t . . 

After careful observation, I must state^ in jb|diialf* of 
servants in private families, that I do notb^e^^e tbat sly 
prostitutiouYis carried on to anytiung like tlie.es^tent fthat 
some authors would have us believe. If the* truAh ^ust 
be stated, the chief cause of sly prostitution amongst those 
referred to, ought to be placed to the account of ycmng 
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gentlemen who live in, or visit the house. And were it 
not for the misnamed honour that is attached to the sub- 
ject, young ladies would be insulted (if not ruined) by 
them, instead of the poor 'servants. This may not be 
palatable in certain quarters, but it is truth, and many 
painful cases might be adduced to prove it. 

Secondly, Factories are a fruitful source of evil in this 
respect, — My attention was first directed to factories as^a 
cause of prostitution, by hearing the following remarks 
from J. Reade, Esq. of Leeds : — " I have been a member 
of committee for the Guardian Asylum for above twenty 
years, and I verily believe that nearly one-half of the un- 
fortunate females who have been questioned by me, were 
seduced from the intermixture of the sexes in factories, 
and not a few cases where girls were seduced during 
working hours ! I have often said, that masters profess- 
ing to be christians, are Terj much to blame in this 
matter.** There is too much truth in this venerable saint's 
statement. Masters could prevent infidels and socialists 
from being overlookers in their establishments ; several of 
whom not only corrupt, but seduce young females. Many 
of the work-rooms in warehouses are hotbeds of unclean- 
ness. Loose conversation is carried on to a greater extent 
in work-rooms in Scotland than England. 

Thirdly, There are Procuresses regularly engaged in 
decoying the unwary, — ^I shall narrate a few cases, to show 
how those monstrous procuresses decoy young females. 
The following case is from the Annual Report of the Leeds 
Town Mission for 1841 ; it occurred after I left the Mis- 
ision, and tends to prove that the system of seduction is 
similar to what is practised in Glasgow : — 

" S. W., a young female about sixteen years of age, 
left service and returned to her father's house, in Sie 

village of , 14 miles from Leeds. He being a poor 

man, and having a family, found it hard to support her. 
This caused him to use unkind words, telling her that she 
must get another place, as he could not keep her. 

" Ignorant of what was before her, she left his house 
and came to Leeds, thinking that she would find no diffi- 
culty in obtaining a situation. Being without money or 
friend?, she wandered about the streets till night, when a 
woman of ill-fame met her, and asked * if she was a 

B 
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gtranger, or had anj friends in town ?' She answered in 
the negatiye. ' Well,' said the other, ^ if you will come 
along with me I will take you to a place where you will 
have good lodgings, and they will put you in a way to get 
a good living.' Overjoyed at the news, she followed her 
perfidious guide, first into Boot and Shoe-yard, and then 

into yard, where she was placed in the hands of that 

notorious woman. Thus, in one day, a poor defenoelesa 
child left her parents' house, walked a long journey, tra* 
versed the streets, andatnightfound herself within one of the 
filthiest brothels in town. The first question was, ^ have 
you any money?' 'No.' — 'Then what have you to 
pawn?' 'Nothing but a silk handkerdiief.'-^' Come, 
then, hand it over.' This was soon pawned by the ser- 
vant, but no ticket was produced. Next mcMrning she 
was again asked, ' Well, what have you to pawn to-day ? 
Gome, hand over your shawl.' That was taken also. — 
Towards night it was said, ' Come, you must get drunk^ 
and give your mind to it^ for you must begin your trade 
to-night.' She was obliged to do as she was bidden, and 
nexi morning found her ruined I - 

" She was extremely distressed ; sometimes she thought 
of fijiding her way home, and on her knees beg pardon ; 
but again conscience smote her, and her heart seemed 
ready to break and sink in despair. She walked up and 
down the yard distracted, and was about to throw herself 
into the river, to end her shame. It was then that the 
good woman who lived in the cottage, in the same yard 
in which the missionary held his meetings, providentially 
looked out at her window, and saw the poor girl slowly 
moving towards the door. Her profuse tears silently told 
her distress. She opened the door and said, ' Come in, 
unfortunate creature — ^thou hast not been l(»g accustomed 
to such a life as this.' The woman informed the mis- 
sionary, he wrote to the parents, and her mother came 
and took her home." 

A woman who lost her arms in a factory kept a bad 
house, and I have often seen her standing at the Leeds 
aad Selby railway when the trains came in, for the pur- 
pose of entrapping young females from the country. 
When she did not need them herself, they were sent off 
to a first or second-class house, and she received so much 
'naoney for the " fresh girls." 
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About nine months ago I met a girl, fifteen years of 
age, who came from Lanark to the bughts fcnr a situation, 
and wh^i she was there, a woman came up and engaged 
her as a servant, and then conducted her to that old sink 
of iniquity in Stirling-street, where she was kept for a 
short time, and then turned, out. I met her in a third- 
class house, and sent her home. 

About three months since, an orphan, sixteen years of 
age, came from the country to the bughts for a place. A 
female^ who pretended to be a servant, went up to her 
and said, '^ I am leaving my place, and I think you might 
get It, if you like. It is a very good place^ but I have got 
a better one." T^e simple girl followed her, and was 
taken to Mrs. ■ ' » in il^g-street, who keeps a second- 
class house, and that very n^t a villain was put into the 
room where she was, and seduced her ! She is at present . 
in a diseased state. 

In the course of my weddy visits to the Lock Hospital, 
I <me day observed a good-looking young woman, about 
seventeen years of age, who appeared from her dress to 
belong to a first-dass brothel. As she appeared a simple- 
looking person, I felt anxious to get her rescued, when 
discharged frt>m the hospitaL I caUed the day following, 
and, in course of conversation, she told me her friends' ad- 
dress, and I wrote them. They returned an answer, stat- 
ing lliat they had heard nothing of her f(Hr ten week% and 
appointed a day when they woidd come to Glasgow. The 
vfoUowing interview took place after she was rescued : — ' 

** How long is it since you left home ?" " About ten 
weeks." — "When did you come to Glasgow?" "Nine 
weeks i^." — Where ddd you remain liiat week before 
you came to Glasgow ?" " In ' (about 20 miles 

from Gla^ow)." — "How did you c(Hne to this city?* 
" I was walking with the giii I left home with in ■ , 
and she spoke to a ladyy who requested me to come to 
Glasgow, and I diould not require to work any, and when 
I left the house her mistre^ would clothe me elegantly.'' — 
"Did you come along with her?** "No, but she took 
my ad^ess, sent several letters asking me to come, and 
then she sent money to pay the coach to Glasgow."* — 
" Would you like the companions you met there to attend 
you when you die ?" "Oh, no !"-— " Were you comfort- 
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able ?" ** No, I was not : I often thought about my Bis- 
ter, and what mj kind dying mother said to me." She 
burst into tears. — " How long were you in Mrs. ■ ■ % 
Stirling-street, after you told her that you were unwell, 
before she sent you to the hospital T* "About two weeks, 
but I cannot speak to a day.*'-?-" Did she tell you to state to 
the Doctor that you had been ill two weeks ?" " Oh, no ! 
I was charged to say a day or twOy for fear of bringing a 
had name on the house." — \Gefndemenl what do you 
think of this ? Is this the lady you respect so much for 
always keeping *• first-rate girls T'\ — " About how many 
* gentlemen' have you seen in course of the day T "01 
(here she wept bitterly,) I could not exactly say; but I 
have often seen five or six go away, and others come." — 
" Had you many visiters on Sabbath T "Yes, generally 
more than any other day." — " Did they often remain f^ 
night T " Yes, but they always went away early, before 
it got light." — " Is there much drinking in the house?** 
" Grentlemen sometimes send out for a bottle of wine, and 

Mrs. gives the girls a glass herself occasionally.** — 

" Are you allowed to pick their pockets ?" " No ; a girl 
took £2 from a gentleman, but the mistress put her away.** 
— " How much money do . you expect from visiters 7* 
" £l ; sometimes £2, and more than that." — " How much 

of that money does Mrs. get ?" " She claims the 

half of it, and then charges us £1 weekly for board; but 
she gets it all in the first place, and after paying for the 
loan of dresses, &c., we are generally in debt." — " Was it 

Mrs. that met you in ?" " No ; it was her 

housekeeper." — " How many girls are there generally in 

the house?" "Four or five, besides Mrs. ^ the 

housekeeper (or procuress), and lady's maid." — "Does 
the housekeeper attend church?" "Sometimes, in the 
afternoon and evening."* — "Do the girls get out to 
walk ?" " I^ot without some person with them : I was 
never out until the servant took me up to the hospital." — 
" Had you any books to read ?" " Yes, but they were 
light books." — "Did you ever see a Bible or tracts 

* I have seen ^procuresses going to church in this city, dressed so 
modestly, that no person could imagine that they were looking out 
for good-looking girls for the purpoee of decoying then. 
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there ?• ' *<^I nfevieir Saw a Bible, but I have seen ^ Psalm-

I cannot describe the heart-rending 
scenfet "^yhen the eldest sistei^ could speak, she said, "Oh I 
\ ''^ *', will you come home?" The young sister cpuld 
give tio answer. While she was getting ready for leaving, 
weHimi^^d with the officers in a bed-room, wllich, is 
(with th^ addition of obscene pictures) correctly portrtpred 
iti'the'sfe^enth chapter of Proverbs. — £150 did not furnish 
itf' "hi the meantime, the mistress sent for one of the 
6fficto:' he returned in a few minutes apparently well 
|ile^^^d, and the ladf/*s maid came in and began to make 
apolofej^ fo the following effect, for denying the girl: 
ii— **T had mistaken the name. Mrs. ■ has been very 
kjtkdto her : she paid a guinea to get her into the hospital 
and intended to send her home to her friends to-morrowV

Bridge. A regular visiter, not being aware that any person oocupied 
the room, went in, and bis unexpected appearance produced, such 
horror upon the captain's mind, that be was seized with, convulsions, 
which terminated Muddenly in death!

.ipgpai^pif{ to the company, he brought a glass of water to 
each, and placed it before us. . The performers looked more 
. ore^^ect^e than those in the former place, and had seen 
better days, but " drink I drink I" was most popular. We 
ob^rv^d a considerable number of youths, from sixteen 
to eight^ien years of age, who appeared too much at home 
over a pot of porter and a long pipe. — We visited other 
.two saifeons, upon a smaller scale, and observed working- 
men drh&ing. 

, These "amusements** are carried onto a great extent 
ip aU larg<e towns in England. There was a public-house 
in, my district in Leeds, where generally from fifty to a 
'himdredimen and women assembled, on Sabbath evening, 
in'ti large room, with an organ. The company elected a 
chairman, who gave out a verse or two of Watts' or 
Wosley's Hymns every quarter of an hour, which they 
sung standing, with their hats ofi* — ^the intervals of this 
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blasphemous mookery of worsbip beuig speat m^snofciqg 
and drinking. 

On Sabbath, August 1, 1841, two of the London CHtj 
Missionaries visited five taverns in London^ where Sundaj 
cpi^Q^iis are held, and found in them persons of both 
sexes drinking, as follows : — ^The New Grlobe, about 3000; 
the Copenhagen, 700; the White Conduit, 1200; the Bc^al 
Standard, 1^; the Eagle, 6000. There are upwards of 
fiffy such houses in Manchester, where crowds spend their 
Si^|]ibatfi evenings in drinking, under the pretence of he^- 
i^gthjmns sung and sacred music played upon the orgaB.^ 
It is. quite common in Leeds for landlords of ''jerrj-shops?' 
to employ a low musician, and great numbers of boysiamd' 
girls are allowed to get ^' dancing firee," but they jasaA> 
drink, and if thej have no money, the boys lodge (iheir 
jackets, and the girls their hai^dkerchiefs, and noiwi*; 
fc^ueotiy part of their under-dothing. t :> t-iu-' 

« Xbe peiaony shows at the foot of Saltmatket have loewn 
a great evil, but as ^* W. L." exposed them a .few wMuii 
agQ;in.the Glasgow Argus, and the Town'CounciL^haTSu 
tatqen^up the matter, I shall only remark, in pasaingyi tfttt* 
the parents and guardians of youth must keep an^eyo'itO" 
those sinks of iniquity, until they are rooted out. Bsfleotr 
upou twelve thousand six hundred persons > visitisgt wte bf 
these, shows weekly, and about five thousand jfdnri) 
hundred of that number boys and girls from eight jto ifowvq 
te^ years of age— 3600 pickpockets and karlois^ pymgl 
the sum of £52 10s. weekly.

In the foregoing statement, no notice is taken, of tHe 
very heavy expenses brought upon medical charities and 
civU institutions. I would transcribe a single statement 
upon this point ; it is from the last Annual Report of the 
Glasgow Lock Hospital : — 

" By reference to the accompanying statements it will 
be observed, that no less than 403 patients have been 
cured during the year, at the very moderate average ex- 
pense of £1:2:5. each; and that the annual average 
number of patients nightly in the hospital has been thirty- 
<me, which is three above the average of 1840 ; while the 
total number of admissions also exceeds that of 1840 by 
sixty-four, by which the additional expense has only 
amounted to £22 : 4 : 8." 

I do not refer to the Lock Hospital for the purpose of 
finding fault; I hail such an institution in the present de- 
praved state of society, and believe it is economically con- 
ducted, perhaps more so than any similar institution; yet, 
after all, it costs upwards of £400 annually; and this does 
not include the number of male patients, in a diseased 
condition, who take advantage of other public charities. 

Magistrates are also aware that the appearance of pros- 
titutes at civil courts, charged with crime, is of common 
occurrence. I met a girl in Leeds, only eighteen years of 
age, who had been regularly committed thirty-one times^ 
and another in Rochdale was sent to Manchester prison 
forty-four different times. I have also met above eight 
hundred unfortunate females when visiting the thieves' 
department of the Glasgow Police Office, in 1842, on 
Sabbath afternoons, and had not time to visit the whole 
of the female prisoners. I leave the calculation of the 
expense thereby incurred to those who are better ac- 
quainted with the subject, merely remiarking, that if one- 
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fourth of the tiine and money whiek ifl devoted to pankk 
unhappy females were appropriated for the detection of 
their procuresses and supporters, government would not 
be called upon for so many grants for erecting prisons and 
county penitentiaries. 

The girls in third-class houses all turn out to the street^ 
and when they meet a simpleton, lead him not to where 
they lodge, for in most cases they sleep on the floor, but 
to a house kept and fitted up for the purpose, with several 
beds in the same apartment I These houses are crowded 
with country people on the market-day, and on Saturday 
with town's people, from 8 o'clock until 3 or 4 o'ckK^ on 
Sabbath morning. Besides the drink, girls expect a 
shilling from the visiter, and the mistress claims one-half; 
but they depend more upon robbery. They try to rob 
every man with whom they come in contact — and when 
inexperienced, get a regular training for it. I was the 
means of rescuing a girl in Leeds, who was kept for train- 
ing ^* fresh girls" to be expert in picking podcets. When 
a girl robs a man, and requires assistance, the buUey im- 
mediately interferes, when the poor victim is glad to es- 
espe with his life, and, for the sake of his character, dare 
not bring it before the public. One evening lately, I 
observed a girl shaking several bank notes before two 
bullies, under a gas lamp, and heard her say, ^^ I have 
done the country jockey.** Workmen often loee the whole 
c^ their wages in these houses on Saturday night. 

Bullies, or " fancy men,** are chiefly supported by 
second and third-class girls. What is got from robberies 
goes into the general Jkndy and most of this money is 
spent on drink. On such occasions, the girls are croelly 
treated by those lassy characters, whom they have to sup- 
port. It is not uncommon for bullies to walk after the 
girls until they meet a dupe, and then wait on for the 
*^ wages of iniquity." I have sometimes met five or six 
bullies in one house, and always found them submissive 
to remonstrance. They are all regular pickpockets, and 
I meet many of them when visiting the thieves' hall in the 
Pdice Office. 

It may, however, be remarked, that robbery is not ge- 
nerally fdlowed in first and second-dass houses ; but if 
the visiter appears to be a ^* passing stran^er,^ then 
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he is certaia to get bis pocket picked, if it can be ac- 
complisbed. The girls are diarged not to rob a regular 
Tisitery except when he is intoxicated ; in such cases thej 
oflfcen extract part of the contents of his purse, in addition 
to the '' present," which is generally five shillings. 

I reooUect of assisting to rescue a girl about scTenteen 
years of age, whose mo^er held a respectable situation in 

Lord 's house. I wrote the mother, but she being 

unwdl, his Lordship answered the letter, stating that he 
was ^' willing to pay for the unfortunate girl so long as 
Ab remained in the Asylum." He did so, and sent a do* 
nation to the institution, per William Bed^ett, Esq. M.P. 
for Leeds. This girl informed me that she saw her 
mistress take £10 from a sailor's pocket, while he slept. 
Another young man, from the country, entered the same 
house that week, and when he left found himself minus 
£35. Another man, about the same time, was robbed of 
£200 in a different house : his case was brought before the 
Magistrates. 

Most of the girls in second-class houses turn out to the 
street, wear bonnets, and parade the principal thorough- 
fares in the evening. A gentleman at the west end of 
S«iichiehall*6treet informed me a few days ago, that he 
never observed unfortunate females in ^lat part of the 
town till within the last twelve months. He has often 
seen genteel-looking men coming out of the parks in the 
neighbourhood. 

Girls are nevei; kept long in first-dass houses. They 
seldom turn out to the street, except to walk in the after- 
noon or upon some public occasion, and when visiters 
take them to the theatre. I was shocked to observe two 
first-class harlots at the last Annual Meeting of the Church 
of England Missionary Society, held in the Trades' Hall 
at 1 P.M., when the Hon. Baptist Noel attended as a de- 
putation.

I have stated that 28. are spent on drink on an average 
by each visiter, but the fact is, only one^hct^ of that Hum 
ia spent while he is present The miatresareoeobves dw 
money, and pretends to go or send out for the int»3deai^ 
ing liquor, (except where public-houses are regular bro^ 
thels,) and it is an understood law, that she retains fl■e^ 
^ half of the sum for what they call in England ^^ waisk 
brass," and in Scotland ^^the good-will of the hooseC? 
Drinking is also very common in first and seoond-da/l^ 
houses. Some mistresses send out for it, and others seli 
it in the house, at a great profit ; but regular visiters know 
this, and generally cause it to be brought in. It is mat 
long since several gentlemen drove up to a first-daiB honae 
in my district, in a carriage and four horses; they had 
along with them a basket filled with fiottles. . >• 

The reason why I have referred so minutely to the tm* 
pense of prostitution is, for the purpose of startling the 
public mind and arousing, attention to a th<Mrough inveati- 
gaition.of the subject. It is an easy matter to get pec^le 
- to assent to the alleged rmm^er of unfortonatefieanales: for

refuse." She, however, got into an empty house ; bsit 
there being no Ijock Hospital in Leeds, aad having nmui 
to look after her case, she soon became so duseased aad, 
perfectly miserable, so much so, indeed, that si».pE3ik 
son could remain in the house, and at last she entrnitod 
a few old associates to smother her. — *^ O I women, attwv 
ther mej I cannot bear this— <do smother me I" and tko^ 
did smother her.

It may be Temariced, that harlots very seldom have off- 
ipini^, but when they have children, the mistress will not 
akow'l^em to remain in tiie house, so the innocent child 
is ialoMst invariably given out to a slow murderer, who 
pretends to support the infant '^ on the spoon," and in a 
few days: they get ** quit of the intruder" by death. 
' €pii!tls(. soon oome down from first-class houses to the 
second, then to the third, then down to the situation of a 
servant in one of their houses, and, finally, to the grave ! 
The mistress of a second-class house in Leeds sent one 
mevBHig to a christian lady who sometimes visited bad 
iiotses along with mi^ to inquire " if l&e Scotch Mission* 
acy would be so kind as send home a poor girl;" but it 
im sdf'^interest. Her servant, who had set out, four years 
before, in a first-dass house, had ruptured a blood-vessel in 
eourse of the nighl^ and, being of no more use to her, 
took this means of getting quit of the poor girl. We sent 
^er^ome to Hull, where she died in the izufirmary. She 
belonged to a respectable family. 

AgaJa, reflect how unfortunate females are abused by 
tiieir supporters.

the lieBt preparations for a life of crime; and so lofig'^as 
vagrancy in any shape is tolenUed or pemsitted to exist; 
the evil will continue undiminished. I have no hesita- 
tion^ therefore^ in giving it as mj deliberate conviction, 
that the well-meant, but mistaken system o£ pramisetwtu 
x)bantjH^tettding as it does to perpetuate the evil, is it* 
aeill^ for that very reason, an evil <^ no ordinary magui*- 
tude. Nothing is farther from my wish than to impede 
tbewellt^oeant intentions of the charitable and humane^ 
but experience compels me to say that promiscuous cha* 
ritr^ ought by all means to cease ; and the praisewoztfaj 
motives prompting its exercise directed into other lai 
reaUy beneficial channels — ^whereby poverty and its oos'- 
OQDbitaiit evils might be lessened, without running tlife 
TiA of increasing the amount of crime, or swelling the 
ranks of prostitution. 

- *' The only other cause that I shall at present glonoe 
ait^ is the system of ^weepaumbrohing^^ as it is commei^ 
called, in contradistinction to the system established bgr 
law ; and sure I am, nothing has contributed mxxc^. to de*- 
pHLve the lower orders of the community than the syston. 
referred to. Illegal itself, it affords every £acility for the 
commission of the most illegal and criminal practices; and 
many a poor family reduced to misery, and many a wretek 
sunk in depravity, huve to bewail the existence of these 
infamous dens. I say then, utterly extinguish these-^^^ltt 
t^em be rooted out, 'root and branch,' and let their exist- 
ence no longer be permitted to disgrace this or any otiufer 
community. In conclusion, I may be permitted to remark, 
that though it be* a comparatively easy task to point out the

I &ar, be quite so easy to find out a remedy adequate to 
its ^permanent suppression* There cannot, however, be

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and unhappy offipring. In mj professional capacity, I 
have seen much of the consequences to which you haye 
properly bijtt modestly alluded; and, frcon my late expe- 
rience in the medical management of the Glasgow Lock 
Hospital, I can unhesitatingly add my testimony to the 
mental misery and bodily suffering to which such a course 
of life must necessarily lead the unfortunate and ruined 
creatures. The manner in which you have discharged your 
duty, and the well-timed service you have rendered to your 
fellow men, entitle you to the highest credit, and to the 
gratitude of the public : for although you have unfolded 
deeds of darkness, of the most foul, reyoltiDg,. and abend* 
nable character, yet you have done so in language and de* 
scription which cannot, I think, giye offence to the jnost 
delicate or refined taste, but which, on the contrary) must 
recommend your labours to all good men^ to every friend 
of moral rectitude and virtue. Your character and mo- 
tives may be impuned in certain quarters^ and amongst 
certain individuals ; the truths detailed must' be highly 
unpalatable to many ; but such considerations must sink 
into utter insignificance when contrasted with the smiles 
of an approving conscience, with a heartfelt sense of hav- 
ing endeavoured faithfully to discharge your duty. I 
sincerely hope, that the prayers of many a parent will 
bless you, that the gratitude of those in whom you have 
been instrumental in snatching from the paths of vice 
wfll foUow you, and that many young individuals of both 
sexes, will take warning from your Exposure, and profit 
by your advice. Should you be assailed or persecuted by 
the infidel or profane, take courage from the example of 
that Divine Master in whose work you are engage^ and 
whom you profess to serve, for he has said, ' Blessed are 
ye, when men shall revile you, and persecute you, and 
shall say all manner of evil against you, falsely, for my 
sake. Kejoice, and be exceeding glad ; for great is your 
reward in heaven.' With every wish for your welfare and
